gold, platinum, chrgmlum and as- 
bestos—nave been worked, chiefly by 
England and Holland interests.

must be done by rail, hinder the 
development of the resources to a 
great extent but, he pointed out, if 
the production1 were any greater 
the market would\be glutted, espe- 
cially the diamond market.

New York—In the forty years that 


have elapsed since Mr. D. G. "Watts 
wrote his classic essay on "Specula- 
tion as a Fine Art" referred to in 
the preceding article in this series 
there have been many changes in 
stock trading but the chief difference 
is the scale on which operations are 
conducted, particularly In the last 
few years. 


Mr. "VVctts laid down 
principles 


which he declared to be absolute 
never to be violated by one who 
would bo a successful 
speculator 


They were first never to over-trade 
second never to double up, third to 
run quick or not at all and fourth 
when doubtful to reduce the amount 
of the interest. 


Let us see how these would have 


worked out applied to the present 
bull market. By ' not over-trading 
Mr. "Watts meant not to buy more 
stocks than one could carry through 
a minor react:on. Well that is just 
as sound to-day as it was in 1SSS. It 
has been adopted as a rule or prac- 
tice by brokers who have insisted on 
the maintenance of larger margins 
than were ever before required in the 
history of the Xew York Stock Ex- 
change. 


The result has been that tho var- 


ious breaks in tho market have not 
been attended by disaster by any 
great number of people. Human na 
tine, however, is the same now as 
it was a generation ago and tho 
temptation to take a short cut to for- 
tune by buying 200 shares when one 
can only afford 100 is just as great. 
Doubtless theie are readers of this 
article who have convinced them 
selves of the danger along this line 
and will need no further emphasis 
on tho point. 


It is still vitally important to keep 


one's speculative ventures within 
one's resources as it ever was. The 
old sa.» ing is that as soon as one en- 
ters the speculative market his judg- 
ment is impaired to the extent that 
the commitment is larger than his 
capital justifies. Hope and fear con- 
tend Tor the mastery and In this con- 
dition correct decision can seldom be 
made.

There is 
no universal day of rest; either. Indus- N 
try^never stops, and days off are "stag- 
gered" through the week. The plan is 
particularly interesting because it chal- 
lenges comparison with the reformed, 
13 month year widely urged in this - 
country. The Russians think they have 
worked the problem out better. 
We 


shall, see, before we make any change.

ered the Geneva arms reduction con- 
ference two years ago'that there were 
more than William B. Shearer working 
for the-failure of the peace conference.

seemed to welcome failure. And,* it is 
charged, some of them seemed to be 
working hand in glove with Shearer,. 
against the policy of their own gov- 
ernment.

A man's feeling and thinking are col- 
ored by his work.

SEEDS AND THE APENDIX 


Correspondent writes from a health 
resort: 


"Recently visited Dr. 
who 


said 'Trouble in right lung, stay In 
bed, nervous heart, take these pills 
for cough and this pint bottle.tonic 
for nerves, appetite, etc., also take 
two egg whites at least three times, 
better four times a day, beaten stlf- 
fy in glass of milk, beginning - 630 
a. m. and ending 9:30 p. m. No, 
don't take that flaxseed; if one seed 
slips into tho appendix you'll have 
trouble. Instead take two teaspoon- 
fuls of wheat bran' every night at 
10 o'clock; take It scalded with milk 
and sugar., Then I said 'Thank you, 
doctor — what is the charge?' and 
he replied blithely. 'Six 
dollars, 


please, and report to me every two 
weeks.' Now, Dr. Brady, please give 
me your candid 
" 


That tears it. Simply impossible 


for me to be candid when candor is 
specified. It implies the correspond- 
ent considers my regular view or 
opinions something' else, and if that 
Is so, what's the use? 


The quaint advice the tuberculosis 


specialist gave the patient is not 
worth 6 bucks, in my Judgment. 


Unless a patient is too weak to 


eat like common folks, there is noth- 
ing whatever tD warrant the use of 
raw eggs — unless the patient hap- 
pens to prefer 'em raw. As a rule 
tuberculosis patients, Hko other pa- 
tients, prefer an egg fried, hard boil- 
ed or tortured. That's the way the 
patient should havo 'em. 


A cooked egg is not only more ap- 


petizing and more quickly digesti- 
ble, but it is actually more nourish- 
ing and hence more "strengthening" 
than a raw egg, because the raw 
albumen dr white is not wholly di- 
gested, whereas cooking kills a kind 
of fermentlike substance in the raw 
albumen that prevents ready diges- 
tion of the substance. Of course a 
very 111 patlont may be made to swal- 
low raw egg in some fluid form 
when they could not eat a cooked egg 
and any of us may down a half do- 
zen or more raw eggs In a drink 
when we could scarcely eat 'em cook- 
ed. That's tho only sensible reason 
for prescribing raw eggs for any- 
body at any time. There's a lot of 
traditional bunk about the effects of 
raw eggs that is so powerful it even 
impresses some specialists, it ap- 
pears. 


This old. timer the correspondent 


consulted perhaps makes his office 
consulation fee 6 simoleons in order 
to hold trade, which trends to the 
real specialists who soak patients 10 
per talk. 


Any doctor who would warn a pa- 


tient off from flaxseed because of the 
alleged trouble that may befall if a 
seed happens to get into the appen- 
dix, and then suggest as a substitute 
a helping of the cow's breakfast —> 
should be gently but firmly carried 
off to tho home for super-annuated 
practitioners. It is a shame for him 
to take $G from the unsophisticated 
patron.

I particularly commend to people 


who are subject to any trouble with 
tho appendix, or who fear they are, 
a daily dose of whole raw flaxseed1), 
—from a teaspoonful to one or two 
tablespoonfuls, washed down or swal- 
lowed with any food. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


The Persistent Pore* 


The letter from tho medical stu- 


dent about the absorption of mer- 
cury thru tho skin icmlnds me of 
my student days. We student nurs- 
es xverc instructed to rub each pa- 
tient half an hour in a different area 
of skin each day with mercurial oint- 
ment. We wore told to wear rubber 
gloves so we would not absorb tho 
mercury. Since it now seems the rub- 
ber gloves were superfluous, weren't 
we Inhaling as much of the murcury 
as the patient? (T. \V.) 


Answer—Perhaps you were, for 


tho duration of the inunction, and 
that would be very little in any case. 


The patient went on inhaling it for 
the 24 hours. So far as protecting 
you against mercury was concern- 
ed, tho rubber gloves were of no 
avail. As I have explained, no sci- 
entific evidence is forthcoming to 
support the ancient medical theory 
tlat mercury is absorbed thru the 
skin when so administered. Intelli- 
gent physicians today know that the 
patient gets only the effect of the 
mercury he inhales, and this being 
so uncertain, the Inunction method 
of administration is seldom used to- 
day.

HOME FOR CRIPPLED CHILDREN 


Editor Post-Crescent—It is certain- 


ly a very commendable act on the 
part of th« Van Nortwick Bstflta to 
offer this property on Prospect Street 
for this grand and noble purpose. 


I am afraid the public has not been 


sufficiently informed <fn this subject. 
Tha adjacent property owners have 
entered a protest relative to such an 
Institution being placed in tho rcsl- 
dnco section. They arc right in their 
contentions. 
While this institution 


is not a hospital in name, neverthe- 
less, it is ono and a residence secUon 
is no place for it. 


Why not hulld a suitable building 


adjacent to our hospital in tho hos- 
pital section. Our St. Elizabeth Hos- 
pital is fully equipped with all neces- 
sary Physio-Therapy apparatus and 
it is well and ably conducted with 
proper assistants to do this work 
and they can flo tho work much 
cheaper than can be dono by a hired 
Physio-Therapist. Tho salary of a 
competent Physio-Therapist would be 
al 1'ast twenty-four hundred dollars 
a year. Even with such assistance 
they would require tho advice and 
direction ot -a competent Physician 


educated and experienced in this line 
of work to properly guide the assist- 
ant. It makes no difference how 
competent ho- or she may be; the ad- 
vico and guidance of a competent 
physician is absolutely necessary. 


That would require additional ex- 


pense for I don't believe you will 
find a physician so charitably, inclin- 
ed, who would be •willing to give so 
much of his time, as would be neces- 
sary to properly guide such work. 


Another thing that has probably 


not been given due consideration. 
How much will It cost to put such a 
building in proper shape in order to 
pass the state inspection require- 
ments for institutions of this charac- 
ter? Our building inspector informs 
me his estimates would be consider- 
able. The construction does not com- 
ply with the laws of the state of Wis- 
consin for buildings used for such 
purpose. 


Another thing to be considered Is 


the size. I am under the- impression 
this building Is not large'enough to 
house, feed and educate one- hundred 
children. Sou would have to double 
or probably treble its capacity. That 
would require an additional outlay of 
forty or. fifty thousand dollars on>top 
of what is being spent in recondition- 
ing the old building. More than- ,» 
building is necessary for proper con- 
duct of such an institution. , I don't 
think the property or thftjocation 
should be considered. 
; 


If we are going to have such an 


institution, let us build one from the 
ground up that is suitable for such 
work" and let us build it In the hospi- 
tal zone. 


Relative to the money for this in- 


stitution lor crippled children, what 
provision is made for acquiring the 
necessary amount of money that will 
be required? How much more Iff it 
going to cost to provide teachers, 
housekeepers, cooks and other help 
necessary? How much will it cost 
to maintain such an institution? I 
should judge from 
twenty-five to 


thirty thousand dollars a year If not 
more. Where is this money coming 
from? Sure.ly not from the tax roll. 
God knows our present school system 
is taking too large a share of our 
taxes already to be really comfort- 
able and do you still wish to add 
moro on our shoulders? 


This is something 'to be, carefully 


considered. Understand me^-I do not 
wish to discourage such a meritor- 
ius movement. It is a grand and 
noble undertaking, but it Is a matter 
that requires some careful thought 
bcfora plunging into It headlong.. 


Does the state and county provide 


sufflcfent funds for Its maintenance? 
How many out of the one hundred 
crippled children in our county are 
located In our city? Does anybody' 
know? If so wo should have some 
definite Information on the matter 
that the public may know and un- 
derstand such a need, that they 
might be willing to pay a larger tax 
to support.it if necessary. I^et us 
have the facts. 


My Physio-Therapy outfit cost me 


five thousand dollars and this amount 
would be required in the equipment 
of such an institution for this work.

Silo Filling Completed on 


Majority of Outagamie-so 
Farms 


BY W. F. W1N8EY 


Silo -filling on the great majority 


of farms in Outagamle-co has been 
finished, and a large surplus of corn 
in shocks remains in the fields to 
be husked. 
The fodder corn still 


standing or lying on the ground In 
bundles is rapidly deteriorating. Not- 
withstanding lower estimates made 
early in the season, corn is SO per 
cent of a normal crop for this coun- 
ty. The acreage of potatoes is much 
less than last year and while some 
f.eida 
show 
evidence of 
normal 


yields, the majority, due to prolong 
od dry •weather, will yield less than 
usual. Most of the fields of late po- 
tatoes escaped the early frosts that 
stopped growth suddenly in less for- 
tunate counties. The late cuttings of 
pcrly cabbage are yielding a little 
l>etter than former estimates, -while 
late cabbage as a whole is still Im- 
proving, the yield 
will not be so 


much more than a third of normal. 
The short yields will te due to de- 
fective stands, uneven growth, ir- 
reparable wide spread damage done 
by e?1)bage worms, the 
summer 


drought, and the drought at the pres- 
ent time. 
Table beets and sucar 


beets are unusuallv light as are gar- 
den vegetables. Red clover seed is 
yielding one bushel to the acre with 
many larpe fields still to cut, cure 
and shresh. 


Farmers are finishing silo filling, 


husking corn, digging early and late 
potatoes, cutting early cabbage, haul- 
ing out manure, husking corn, dig' 
sing table beets, harvesting clover 
seed, and plowing. They are find- 
ing the last week in September one 
of the busiest of the year and are 
working late and early. 


A. W. Cuff, town of Hortonia har- 


vested $200 worth of canning beans 
/com a fraction over one-half acre, 
ile has five acres of certified. Mur- 
•lock seed corn that is filled to the 
tips of the ears with fully ripened 
kernels. . He finished filling his silo. 
14 by 36 feet, Monday, with a good 
crop of corn. 


SPRAYED HIS CABBAGE . 


W. J. Gens, route 4, New London, 


controlled cabbage worms and grass- 
hoppers on a 3 1-2 acre field of early 
cabbage, and a 6 1-2 field of late cab- 
bage, by spraying at the right time 
with parls green. As a result of this 
treatment, the use of 150 pounds of 
4-8-4- per acre and good cultivation, 
his early cabbage is yielding^S tons 
per acre and he expects his late field 
to do as well. This is the first year 
since he began raising cabbage that 
he was forced to spray to save his 
crop. From a five acre field of red 
clover he got 20 loads the first cut 
ting, this season, and 8 loads the 
second cutting. In all his experience 
he never before got an. equal yield. 
He is now husking a large quantity 
of well filled ears that he snapped 
out before cutting his corn. -He filled 
his silo 12 by 36 feet with 6 acres 
of well eared corn. 


Emil Schroeder, route 4, New Lon- 


don has about 8 acres of late and 
early cabbage. He is now cutting 
his early cabbage which is yielding 
quite well. The worms injured his 
late cabbage more seriously than his 
early crop. 


George Buboltz, route 1, Sugar 


Bush, was filling his silo on Friday, 
and had nearly finished. His crop of 
corn is quite satisfactory, but is not 
as well eared as his crop of last 
year. Since the fall of 1927, Mr. 
Buboltz is housing his flock of 
chickens in the straw loft type of 
chicken coop designed by engineers 
of the "Wisconsin College of Agri- 
culture. Since he began using the 
new building, and feeding for egg 
production, his flock has made a 
very good record.

One grower in the vicinity 
forgot all about his contract and 
sold some of his cabbage to an out- 
side dealer at $20.15 a ton. To re- 
fresh the memory of the grower, the 
dealer started action in the courts.

William 
Wilkerson, full blood Cherokee and 
radio singer and lecturer, told the 
commission that the 
programs 


would not deal with the fabled red 
man. 


He. said that approximately 60 


per cent of the 100,000 Indians who 
lived In Oklahoma had receivers and 
that 90 per cent had radios, phono- 
graphs or pianos. 


H. H. Champlln, wealthy oil man 


and banker of Enid, who heads the 
refining company which 
operates 


the station, plans to develop a com- 
prehensive Indian program of inter- 
est both to the white and to the red 
man. The company has voted to set 
aside a fund of 150,000 annually to 
operate the station and Mr. Champ- 
lln has offered to help finance the 
training of Indiaa broadcasting tal- 
ent.
